WASHINGTON. D C . Oct. 12— Eighteen Americans, working just 
ahead of the Communist military advance in China, are trying to plant 
a fifth column ol good-will in what will soon be Red territory. 
These men. technicians of the almost forgotten China rural recon­ 
struction program, a Marshall Plan adjunct, are about all we now have 
to show for the $275 million China Aid Act of 1948 
One of these technicians turned up in Washington the other day 
to make his report, and we had lunch 
He's a businessman with a gov­ 
ernment contract to render aid to China 
Before that he was an Army 
officer in China and later a consultant of the Nationalist Ctovcinment. 
It’s his conviction that the Russian gestures toward Western Europe a n ­ 
no more than ,1 feint 
The K rem lin’s main effort he believes, is aimed 
at China and eventually at the rest of Asia 
He has reasons to believe 
that there is a simple and effective Russian plan for solving China’s 
over-population problem, 
l'ne plan calls for the liquidation of some 
40 million coolies 
After that the Russians will have a well-fed popu­ 
lation and a streamlined Chinese econom y to gear into her own ;ystem. 
Som e Expert O pinions 
T hese opinions, while not official, are expert. 
Let us set tin* 
m an’s opinions down beside an account o f the work he does under thi 
rural reconstruction program. 
The contrast will give us a pretty good 
line on the nature and potency of our remaining aid policy in China 
These 18 technicians (the figure comes from the rural recon-tuc- 
tion headquarters here in Washington! are simply trying to keep south­ 
ern China from starving. 
They are mainly engaged in the cultivation 
and distribution of better rice and vegetable seeds 
The effort, it must 
be remembered, is now on a seaaon-lo-season. harvest-to-harvest basis. 
It’s much too late to plan any long-term improvements 
Since water is as essential to rice culture as seed is. the Americans 
spend much time and effort on irrigation and flood control 
During 
the off seasons they use food and money to organize gangs of coolies 
to build mud bank-, strengthened with rock and corn stalks to chan­ 
nelize the waters of the Tung T ing Lake area. China's rice bowl 
Ch’op blights and animal diseases have klways helped to bring on 
Chinese famines 
Our men ‘here arc doing what they can to pa— out 
sprays and vaccines and to teach the Chinese how lo use them. 
This 
ha- necessitated a picture post,ft) campaign in the villages, since the 
Chinc<f*are almost wholly illiterate 
Trying To Do Som ething 
Finally, our technicians are trying to do som ething aboul 
the 
hateful landlord system in Chinese agriculture. 
They have negotiated 
hundreds of contracts between the starving farmers and wealthy land­ 
owners. 
There is some belief that a certain number of these bargains 
will stick 
Our technicians and their administrators in Washington know, of 
course, that many o f these people whom th ey ’ve aided will soon fall 
behind the Communist military advance. 
But the hope is «a' that 
the people will have learned som ething about food-raising and ih» 
that they will retain some gratitude toward their American benefactors 
and will resist Communist propaganda 
This last, at best, is a wishful hope but it is about ail that remains.

If the new flock of pullets stood 
on the ground and fed from low 
hoppers while on range, bring in 
one of these feeders when they are 
housed. This will help them get 
accustomed to other feeding equip­ 
ment in the pen.
